The Government of India iaeuod the Notification 
S.O. 700 (E) dated 13th November, 1997 and the same reads 
a« under t- 

•Whereao the People*® Liberation ArmY, 
generally known as the PLA, and its political 
wing the Revolutionary People’s Front (RPF), 
the United National Liberation Front (UNLF), 
iher -People's Revolutionary Party of 
Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing the 
•Red Army“, the Kangleipak Communist Party 
(KCP) and its armed wring also called the 
•Red Army" and the Kanglel Yaol Kanba Lup 
(KYKL) (hereinafter collectively referred to 
as the Meitei Extremist Organisations) have : 

(i) openly declared as their objective the 
formation of an independent Manipur by 
secession of ManipUr estate from the Union of 
India( 

(ii) been employing and engaging in armed 
means to achieve their aforesaid objective; 

(lii) been attacking the Security Forces, the 
Police, Government employees and law-abiding 
citizens in Manipur; 

(Iv) been Indulging in acts of intimidation, 
extortion and looting of civilian population 
for collection of funds for their 
organisation; and 

(v) been making efforts to establish 
contracts with sources abroad for influencing 
public opinion and for securing assistance by 
way of arms and training for the purpose of 
achieving their secessionist objective. 
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2. And wharean the Central Government le of 
the opinion that for the reaaone aforesaid, 
the Meitei EKtremiet Organisations and other 
bodies set up by them, including the armed 
groups named above, are unlawful 
associations. 

3. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of 
the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967 (37 of 1967) the Central Government 
hereby declares the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations, namely, the People Liberation 
Army (PLA) and Its political wing the 
Revolutionary People’s Front (RPF), th6 
United National Liberation Front (UNLF), 
People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
(PREPAK) and its Red Army, the Kangkeipak 
Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing also 
called the Red Army and Kanglei Yaol Kanba 
Lub (KYKL) to be unlawful associations. 

4. And whereas- 

(1) there have been repeated continuing and 
on going acts of violence and attacks by 
(armed groups and members of the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations) on the Security 
Forces and the civilian population; 

(ii) there has been an increase in the 
strength of the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations; 

(iii) there has been continued collection of 
funds/extortlons and acquisition of 
sophisticated weapons; 

(iv) camps in some neighbouring countries 
continue to be maintained for the purpose of 
sanctuary, training and clandestine 
procurement of arms and ammunition. 

6. And whereas the Central Government is of 
the opinion that the aforesaid activities of 
the Meitei Extremist Organisations are 
detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity 
of India, and If these are not immediately 
curbed and controlled the said Meitei 
Extremist Organisations would regroup and 
rearm themselves, expand their cadrees, 
procure sophisticated weapons, cause heavy 
lose of lives of civilians and Security 
Forces, and accelerate their activities aimed 
at secession of Manipur from the Union of

India. 

6. Having regard to the circumstances 
referred In paragraph 4 and 5, Government is 
of the opinion that it Is necessary to 
declare the Meitel Extremist Organisations, 
namely. Peoples Liberation Army (PLA) and its 
political wing the Revolutionary People’s 
Front (RPF), United National Liberation Front 
(UNLF), People’s Revolutionary Party of 
Kangleipak (PREPAK), Kangleipak , Communist 
Party (KCP) and their armed wing called as 
■Red Army", and Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) 
as unlawful associations with immediate 
effect, and accordingly in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to 
sub-section (3) of the said section (3) the 
Central Government directs that the 
Notification shall, subject to any order that 
may be made under section 4 of the said Act, 
have effect from the date of publication in 
the official Gazette-" 

2. The Tribunal after taking charge issued notices 
to the concerned parties and after the parties wore 
served, the Government of India, as required under the 
law. filed affidavits and documents. The Organisations 
called Meitei Extremist Organisations wore served by 
publication also. They have not chosen to appear and 
contest the matter. On behalf of the Government of India, 
affidavit was filed by Shri Ram Phal, Desk Officer 
explaining the circumstances under which the Notification 
came to be issued. On behalf of the State of Manipur and 
State of Assam, witnesses were examined and documents wore 
marked.

3. The evidence of the witnesses examined from the 

side of the Government would clearly show that the 

issuance of the Notification was fully Justified for the 

sake of the maintenance of law and order not only in the 

area concerned but the entire nation as a whole. Having 

regard to the democratic polity of our country if any one 

part of the country is afflicted with any ailment, as it 

were that is bound to affect the other parts of the 

country socially, economically and politically. Every 
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citizen of this country who thinks in terms of the welfare 
of the entire nation and the sectarian attitudes will not 
only hamper the progress of the country materially but 
would push us back into the oblivion when the people of 
the world are working hard for securing peace and harmony 
in the globe. when we are entering hopeful and happy 
millenium unless all Indians work and strive together for 
the upliftment of the poor and down trodden, our country 
cannot eradicate the poverty and would have to lag behind 
and languishing, when other countries are able to achieve 
everything required for a decent living, 

4. In the first paragraph of the Notification all 
the Organisations are collectively referred to as the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations. This word Meitei 
represents the descendants of the original Inhabitants of 
East India and a study of history would show and those 
people were maintaining very high degree of learning 
culture and they wore called Maithree, Sri Sathya Sai 
Baba explaining the quality of these people would say 


"The foundation for roai peace la, according 
to the Vedhas, the quality of Maithree, which 
means amicability, friendship, compassion, 
kindness. It can also be taken to moan, "my 
throe", that la to say, my word, deed and 
thought shall be in accordance with thy word, 
thought and deed; that is to say, we shall 
speak. think and act together, without 
friction or faction, in the atmosphere of love 
and understanding; that is what is wanted In 
the world today. My three." 

B. It is really disturbing that the successors of 
those men and women have taken up arms against the 
established Government. The people have forgotten the 
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groat Ideals and prirtclples sot for us by the Father of 
the Nation and other great leaders. By resorting to 
violence people cannot achieve anything. The Father of 
the Nation had proved that through love and affection and 
through methods recognised as non-violent people can 
achieve great things. I do not intend to indulge in any 
pedantic analysis of the situation, nor do I propose to 
act as a preceptor. When an occasion had arisen to tell 
some of my brothers and sisters living in East India that 
resorting to violence would be counter productive and will 
only affeot the people of the region and It will take 
perhaps centuries before we are able to set things right. 
The people will have to follow the following ten 
principles given to us by Sri Sathya Sal Baba and if they 
really want to act in the interest of the people of the 
region they have to come to main stream of the nation and 
the people living in other parts of the country would be 
always ready and willing to receive them and render all 
assistance required i- 

"LOVE AND SERVE THE MOTHERLAND; DO NOT HATE 
OR HURT THE MOTHERLAND OF OTHERS. 

HONOUR EVERY RELIGION; EACH IS A PATHWAY TO 
THE ONE GOD. 

LOVE ALL MEN WITHOUT DISTINCTION; KNOW THAT 
MANKIND IS A SINGLE COMMUNITY. 

KEEP YOUR HOME AND ITS ENVIRONMENT CLEAN; IT 
WILL ENSURE HEALTH AND HAPPINESS FOR YOU AND 
FOR SOCIETY. 

DO NOT THROW COINS WHEN BEGGARS STRETCH THEIR 
HANDS FOR ALMS; HELP THEM TO BECOME SELF 
RELIANT. PROVIDE FOOD AND SHELTER. LOVE AND 
CARE FOR THE SICK AND THE AGED. 
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DO NOT TEMPT OTHERS BY OFFERING BRIBES OR 

DEMEAN YOURSELF BY ACCEPTING BRIBES. 

DO NOT DEVELOP JEALOUSY, HATRED OR ENVY ON ANY 

COUNT. 

DO NOT DEPEND ON OTHERS TO SERVE YOUR PERSONAL 

NEEDS; BECOME YOUR OWN SERVANT.BEFORE 

PROCEEDING TO SERVE OTHERS. 

OBSERVE THE LAWS OF THE STATE AND BE AN 

EXEMPLARY CITIZEN. 

ADORE GOD, ABHOR SIN. 

6. This preliminary observation I thought would be 
helpful in sending the message to the people concerned and 
I have thought it fit to refer to these aspects as the 
Government is dealing with human problems. 

7. I now hark back to analysis of the evidence 
adduced on behalf of the Government. P.W.l Inspector 
Lalshram Birabu Singh would state:- 


"I am posted at Moirang Police Station as 
Inspector since 22.12.1996. On 9.4.1996 at 
about 6.45 P-M., the then S.P. T.K. Rao 
along with his escort party were proceeding 
towards Curachandpur and on the way on 
reaching Sangallou near Gelnol Village the 
S.P. and escort party were ambushed by some 
miscreants/extremists, suspected to bo valley 
extremists. In that ambush, the then S.P. 
and 8 other police personnel and three 
civilians including two women were killed. 
After killing these persons the miscreants had 
fled away taking with them four AK-47 Rifles 
with some ammunition, three sten carbine and 
one Revolver, one Mobile Wireless Set and five 
bullet proof vests. Then one case was 
roglatorod sue moto by the then Officer 
Incharge, P.S* Moirang bearing F.l.R. No. 
21 (4) of 1996 under Sections 
121/121A/307/302/395/397 I.P.C., 25 (l-B) (a) 
Arms Act, 13 U.A.P. act dated 9.4.1996. I 
have brought the original F.l.R. (original 
produced and perused). Copy is marked as Ex. 
P.l. I have not filed the charge-sheet in the 
Court as yet. During the course of 
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investigation conducted by me, although 
earlier it was believed to be a case of 
suspected valley miscreants but later on after 
arrest of two accused persons it was revealed 
that this was handl_work of arms miscreants 
belonging to People's Liberation Army and it 
is ascertained and confirmed. On the 
interrogation of Thokchom Bljoy 0 Bhupendero Q 
Tlken S/o Sh, Ibohal Singh of Thinungei Awang 
Leikai, it was revealed that the modus 
operand! adopted by them was to first burn the 
particular portion of the village and as a 
result of gutting of certain houses somebody 
informed the Police Station Moirang, the then 
Officer Incharge of the Police Station Moirang 
contacted the Fire Brigade Personnel and in 
the meantime theS.P. Bishnupur District, who 
was proceeding to Churachandpur side and on 
the way he was ambushed. This particular 
accused interrogated by me was not directly 
involved in the ambush but was a party for the 
purpose of gutting the houses to the People's 
Liberation Army. This Organisation has got 
its another wing called RPF i.e. 
Revolutionary People’s Front. Aims and 
objects of the PLA and RPF is to secede 
Manipur out of the Union of India, (2) 
formation of sovereign State of Manipur, (3) 
to regain the allegedly lost territories of 
Manipur, (4) to unify the peoples of the 
Mongoloid origin in the Geographical 
contiguous areas of South East Middle Asia 
into a' nation. In order to achieve the 
aforesaid objectives they are attacking the 
security personnel for the purpose of taking 
arms and ammunition in order to wage war 
against the lawfully established Government of 
Manipur as well as Govt. of India. A 
community originally living in present Manipur 
mainly in valley area is called Meitei 
community." 

8. This would show that some people assuming that 
they are trying to do something good for the people in the 
region had resorted to methods which are not only opposed 
to human decency but totally destructive of the moral 
fibre of the country. The instances spoke to by P.W.l 
stand established beyond doubt. 

9. P.W.2 S.I. Leichombam Basanta Singh in his 
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evidence had narrated the events known to him and his 
evidence reads as under 


"I am posted in Blshnupur Police Station as 
Sub Inspector since 10.4.1994. I have brought 
the original F.I.R. No. 55 (8) of 1996 of 
P.S. Bishnupur under Sections 121/122/302/34 
IPC, 25 (1-B) Arms Act and 13 UAP Act. This 
la connected with extremists who are having 
their loyalties with extremists Organisations 
PLA/RPF. I have investigated this case. On 
31.7.1996 at about 9 P.M. three non 
Manipurlea were killed at near Ningthoukhong 
river. The three non Manipuries were killed 
for not paying the tax, which was ordered to 
be levied upon them by the militants belonging 
to the extremists organisation PLA/RPF and 
since the deceased persons refused to pay the 
tax they were killed so as to make them as an 
example for the others. During the course of 
investigation of this case, one accused person 
namely M. Gopendra 0 Tony of Kumbi or was 
arrested. During the sustain interrogation on 
the disclosure this accused M. Gopendra fik 
Tony stated that along with his two associates 
ho committed this crime of killing these non 
Manipuries with sten gun. M. Gopendra 0 Tony 
himself disclosed that he belongs to the PLA 
Organisation. I have brought the original 
F.I.R. (original produced and perused). Copy 
of the same is Ex. P.2. PLA is a People's 
Liberation Army. The aim and object is to 
secede Manipur out of India, (2) to form a 
sovereign State of Manipur, (3) to regain the 
lost territories of Manipur, (4) to unify the 
people of Mangoloid origin in the Geographical 
contiguous areas of South East Middle Asia 
into a nation by waging war against the Govt, 
of India for using and holding unauthorised 
arms against the duly established authorities 
which include the security force of Govt, of 
India and the State of Manipur.“ 

10. The evidence of P,W,2 also would reveal the 
state of affairs. The persons who are entrusted with 
maintaining law and order are killed brutally and no 
Government worth its name can be a silent spectator. It 
is one of the most fundamental duties of the Government to 
provide peaceful and congenial atmosphere for the people 
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to have free life as wo have been having from time 
immemorial inopite of certain viciecitudes In the history 
of our nation. 

11. P.W.3 SI Gaithoilung Longmei , who is a police 
officer in Police' Station Lamshang stated in his 
evidence:- 


■presently I am posted as Sub Inspector in 
Lamshang Police Station since 1.3.1996. I 
have brought the original F.I.R. No. 37 (8) 
of 1997 and a case connected the extremist 
organisation with it and the name of the 
extremiat outfit is UNLF, United National 
Liberation Front. On 6.6.1997 a column of 
army raided one base camp of UNLF near 
Titilone village. The name of the hill ie 
called Pundongba Hill, On approaching the 
base camp of UNLF army column came across a 
central post and they had to over power the 
Santrles posted there. Consequently, the 
activists inside retaliated. This entailed in 
encounter. After about 30 minutes of 
encounter the UNLF extremists fled away from 
the place of encounter i.e. their base camp. 
Then the army personnel went inside the base 
camp and recovered two dead bodies and were 
also able to recover and seize huge arms and 
ammunitions, mostly of sophisticated nature 
which was abandoned by the said extremists 
while fleeing. I have brought the original 
F.I.R. No. 37 (8) of 1997 of P.S. Lamshang 
under Sections 121/121A/307 IPC, 25 (1-B) Arms 
Act, 5 Explosive Substances Act and 13 UAP 
Act. (Original produced and perused). Copy 
of the same is Ex. P.3. As per my 
investigation, the moto of establishing the 
base camp at titilone Village is to commit 
dacoity, robbery, snatching of arms and 
ammunitions from the security force at 
National High Way 53. I have arrested two 
accused persona, namely, Saraisam Ranjit Singh 
and Ningombam Nanao Singh. Those arrested 
persons have admitted belonging to UNLF 
extremists organisation and had admitted 
undertaken training in Myanmar at Chumnu 
Training Centre, They have taken the Military 
Training for training themselves for using 
arms and ammunitions and they had also 
undergone the training in in-door class with 
regard to nationalism, national integration, 
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SO as to get the sovereignty of Manipur out of 
the present Union of India. The aim and 
object of UNLF to liberate present Manipur 
State out of the present Union of India from 
the alleged domination of Indian Union. 
Secondly, to restore/regain the lost political 
sovereignty of Manipur, to establish sovereign 
republic of Manipur and her neighbouring 
States and to regain the lost territories of 
Manipur and to unify the peoples of the 
Mongoloid origin in the Geographical 
contiguous areas of South East Middle 
Asia into a nation." 

Even the evidence of this witness would bring out a 
very serious situation projecting itself and that cannot 
be tolerated. 

12. P.W.4 Sub Inspector Yengkokpam Chandra Mani 
Singh in his evidence has stated 


"I am posted as Sub Inspector in Lamphel 
Police station since 17.4.1997. I have come 
across a case which has been investigated by 
me connecting the extremists organisation ULF. 
I have brought the original case and F.I.R. 
bearing No. 119 (6)/97 of P.S. Lamphel under 
Sections 121/121A IPC and 10/13 UAP Act. 
(Original produced and perused). Copy of the 
same is Ex. P.4. On 27.6,1997 a column of 24 
Assam Rifles received an information that some 
top leaders of UNLF were taking shelter in the 
Lei Ingkhol area. Accordingly, 24 Assam 
Rifles cordoned the area and conducted search 
operations and apprehended one Ibomcha 0 H. 
Mangang, who happens to bo the member incharge 
of Homo UNLF. On his apprehension he was 
found to b© in possession of six documents 
belonging to UNLF and the same were recovered 
and seized from his person. This apprehended 
Ibomcha Q H, Mangang was handed over by the 
24 Assam Rifles Commandant to the Officer 
Incharge of .Police Station Lamphel along with 
complai'nt and recovered and seized documents. 
Ex. P.5 to P.IO are the photo copies of the 
documents recovered and seized. (Original 
prdouced and perused). Investigation in this 
case is going on. Arrested accused was 
remanded to Judicial custody. The armed wing 
of the UNLF is Manipur People’s Army. The 
documents revealed that the extremists are 
attempting to run a parallel government. The 
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aim and object of UNLF ie to eacede Manipur 
out of India, ( 2 ) to form a sovereign State of 
Manipur, (3) to regain the lost territories of 
Manipur, (4) to unify the people of Mongoloid 
origin in the Geographical contiguous areas of 
South East Middle Asia into a nation, by 
waging war against the Govt, of India for 
using and holding unauthorised arms against 
the duly established authorities which include 
the security forces of Govt, of India and the 
State of Manipur." 

13. This action is a glaring instance of violation 
of law without any sense of duty to the country. 

14. P.W.5 S.I. Hidangmayum Rameshwar Sharma has 
stated:- 


"I am posted as Sub Inspector in Imphal Police 
Station since 21.11.1992. I am Investigating 
a case F.I.R. No. 615 (ll)/95 and this 
pertains to the activities of PREPAK 
Organisation. On 20.11.1995 at about 9.45 
A.M. the complainant of the case ASI M. 
Rajen Singh of Rapid Action Police Force, 
Imphal District, along with his party wore on 
patrolling duty at Kangabam Leikai, Imphal 
P.S. During patrolling duty he came across 
one youth by the name of S. Tombi Singh 0 
Loyamba. The complainant overpowered and 
apprehended Tombi Singh. A .38 revolver 
loaded with 6 live cartridges was recovered 
and seized from him. Some documents were also 
recovered and seized from him. Copy of the 
F.I.R. is Ex, P.ll and one photo copy of the 
receipt book issued on the letter pad of 
People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
bearing Receipt No. 201 is placed on record 
as Ex. P.12. (Original produced and 
perused). I have brought all the recovered 
and seized Receipt Books numbering eight. The 
aforesaid apprehended person S. Tombi Singh 
is self-styed Commander of West (I) PREPAK. 
The extremists belonging to the PREPAK 
Organisation were issuing these receipts and 
taking money from people by way of extortion 
so as to promote their avowed aims of 
achieving the objectives of seceding the 
present State of Manipur out of the Union of 
India. This extorted money was and is used by 
the PREPAK extremists for the purpose of 
procuring arms and ammunitions and for various 
other kinds of guerilla ware-fare against the

duty ©ctabllshod Govt, of India Authorities 
and its security force." 

16. The events narrated by him would also give U8 
the picture about what is happening to the people of the 
nation. 


16. P.W.6 S.l. Hopeson Chiphang would state : 


"I am posted in Singhjamei Police Station 
since 27,10.1995. One FIR bearing No. 
243(11)95 Police Station Sinjamei under 
Section 121/121-A IPC, 13 UAP Act and 25(1-B) 
Arms Act and 5 Explosive Substances Act is 
being Investigated Dy me. Photo copy of the 
FIR is marked as Ex. P-IS. I have brought 
the original. (Original seen and returned). 

On 17.11.1995, a team of Rapid Action Police 
Force Imphal District were on frisking duty at 
Bashikhong Lamlong Mari Phangbi Road. During 
their frisking two youths came on two-wheeler 
scooter bearing registration No. MNB 8986 of 
sky blue colour. These youths looked to be 
suspected and consequently watched and 
searched. On search of the first youth namely 
Ningombam Prem Kumar 8 Prem aged 23 years son 
of Shrl N. Anubha Singh of Bashikhong Mamang 
Leikai, one .38 revolver loaded with eight 
life cartridges was recovered and seized. 
Besides, one walkie talkie was also recovered 
and seized from him, some incriminating 
documents relating to PREPAK Organisation were 
also recovered and seized from him. The 
second one was Laishram Ingocha Singh 0 Rakesh 
0 Ibomacha 23 years son of late Sh, Amurei 
Singh of Kiyamgel Maning Leikai. From his 
body search one .38 revolver with 6 live 
cartridges was also recovered and seized, 
besides one walkie talkie and one hand grenade 
was also recovered and seized. These 
apprehended persons surrendered to the 
Singhjamei Police Station and five days police 
remand was taken from the Judicial court. 
During the course of investigation they 
admitted being hard core terrorists/activists 
of PREPAK Organisation. The aforesaid seized 
arms and ammunitions have been sent to FSL and 
the report has not been received as yet. 
These apprehended are behind the bars and the 
charge-sheet will bo filed after the report of 
the FSL is received. 1 have obtained the 
demolition order for destroying the hand 
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Orenade from the court. Besides the aforesaid 
arms and ammunitions- other documents were 
recovered and seized from these hard core 
terrorists of PREPAK. These documents are 
placed on record as Ex. P“'14 and Ex. P-15 
along with true English Translation. 
(Original aeon and returned). 

The alms and objectives of the PREPAK are to 
secede Manipur from the Union of India, (2) to 
form separate and Independent sovereign State 
of Manipur, (3) to regain the allegedly lost 
territory of Manipur, (4) to introduce 

independent Panchyat system of their own and 
(5) to introduce their own cabinet form of 
.Government, (fe) Job oriented education (7). to 
abolish capitalism and (8) to Introduce land 
celling. In order to achieve the aforesaid 
objectives, they are attaching the security 
personnel for the purpose of taking arms and 
ammunition In order to wage war against the 
lawfully established Government of Manipur as 
well as Government of India. Their object is 
also to attack on the security forces of the 
Government of India as well as the State of 
Manipur . * 

17. The evidence of this witness also brings out 
the callous attitude of certain persons who profess to act 
in the interests of the people of the region. 

18. P.W.7 S.I. Yelam Bhlshma Singh would depose 


“I am posted in Thoubal Police Station as Sub 
Inspector on 21.2.1997, I have come across a 
case connected with the extremists 
organisation KCP (Kangleipak Communist Party). 
I have come across a case connected with the 
extremists organisation KCP (Kengleipak 
Communist Party). I have also come across 
many cases connected with the KCP with the 
extremists and terrorists activities. Right 
now, I have brought in original F^R bearing 
No. 83(7)97 under Section 121/121-A IPC. 25 
(1-8) Arms Act and 13 UAP Act and 5 Explosive 
Substances Act. 

On 6.7.1997 at around 5.00 a.m. Major N.S. 
Narang with his party during search operation 
reached a specific place in Thoubal Kiyam 
Siphal. On raiding the house of one Mr. 
Mohri Sorokhaibam aged 40 years of Thoubal 
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Kiyam Siphai two persons were apprehended with 
weapons. On search one country made AK-47, 
along with one magazine of AK-47, three live 
rounds 9 mm, one 36 hand geranade (KTFS) and 
one set of igniters No. D-86 were recovered. 

The second man apprehended was Thounaojam 
Moinou 0 Dolendro. From him wore recovered 
one country made 9 mm carbine three live 
rounds 9 mm along with one magazine besides 
loaded three live rounds. 

Earlier, this matter was reported to the 
Lllong Po-lice Station, Thoubal and from there 
It was transferred to the Thoubal Police 
Station as the area falls within the 
Jurisdiction of Thoubal Police Station. The 
FIR of the same (in original seen and 
returned), a copy of the same is marked as Ex. 
P-16. During my Investigation it was revealed 
that two activists belonged to the extremists 
outfit KCP (Kanglelpak Communist Party): they 
Joined the said organisation in the early part 
of February 1997 only. After joining the KCP 
in the early February 1997 and prior to their 
apprehension on 21.2.1997 they extorted money 
from the public with the help of the recovered 
arms and ammunition. During this period the 
extorted money amounting to Rs.14,000/- by 
these apprehended persons had been deposited 
with one Mr. Mangangcha, District Commander, 
towards the party funds for propogating, 
projecting and promoting the aims and objects 
of the KCP. I have not filed the charge-sheet 
because the report of the FSL is awaited yet. 

The aims and oDjects of the KCP is to secede 
Manipur from the Union of India with violent 
action and to form an Indepedont Manipur 
having a Communist form of Government with the 
aforesaid extorted money, the Area Commander 
and District Commander are using for procuring 
arms and ammunition for them for waging war 
against the duly and lawfully established 
Government of Manipur as well as Government of 
India, besides the security forces of the 
Union Government and the State Government." 

19. This would also give us an idea about what is 
happening in that part of the country. 

20. P.W.8 S.I. Chhakchhuak Lalropuiya would 


state :- 


I am posted in Churachandpur Police Station 
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since 5.5.1995. During this period I have 
come across the activities of an extremists 
Organisation known as KYKL (Kanglal Yaol Kanna 
Lub). 

I have brought with mo the case FIR No. 
78(4)97 Police Station Churachandpur (Original 
seen and returned). Copy of the same is 
placed on record as Exh. P-IZ, The said FIR 
was lodged under Sections 
121/121-A/307/384/511 IPC, 25 (1-B) Arms Act 
and under Section 13 of UAP Act. 

On 11,4.1997 at about 5.20 p.m. H. Brajamanl 
Sharma SDPO Churachandpur Police Station along 
with escort party were on patrolling duty at 
Churachandpur New Bazar. During this 
patrolling one person holding a pistol shot on 
the escort constable namely, J. Timothy, 
Fortunately the round did not fire and on 
seeing the scene another escort over-powered 
and apprehended one Mr. Kundrakpam Somorjlt 
Moitei ® Radha. After apprehending and 
search, one automatic Government Model of 
MK-IV/Serles 70 was recovered and seized. 
Besides, mia-fired round, 5 round cartridges 
were recovered and seized. Besides, two note 
pads were also recovered which I have not 
brought there and the same can be produced as 
and when this Hon’ble Tribunal may order. 

My interrogation of this apprehended person 
revealed that he was a trained activist of 
KYKL. My investigation further revealed that 
he came to Churachandpur for the collection of 
money by way of extortion for party funds from 
the bus owners. On further interrogation it 
was also revealed that ha had gone to Bangla 
Oesh for the purpose of training in arms and 
ammunition for foot-drill. This training in 
arms and ammunition is taken by them for 
specific purpose of achieving the aims and 
objects of KYKL. The main objectives of the 
KYKL are (1) to unite all the extremists 
organisations in the present State of Manipur 
on one platform and thereby creating sovereign 
state of Manipur from the present Union of 
India by waging war against the Government of 
India and the State of Manipur and thereby 
seceding the territory from the Govt. of 
India. The aforesaid extortion which was said 
to be done from the bus owners was to be used 
by the activists KYKL for the purpose of 
purchasing of arms and ammunition, for 
promoting the object of their organisation." 
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21. P.W.9 S.I. Shimzing Vinson would depose =- 


"I have been posted in Lamlai Police Station 
since 29.3.1997. I have come across the 
activities of activists of KYKL (Kanglei Yaol 
Kanna Lup) extremists organisation. During my 
tenure in the present police station I have 
dealt with the case FIR No.. 12C 1)96/LH 
Police Station under Section 
121/121-a/307/212/34 IPC, 25 (l-B) Arms Act. 
13 UAP Act. I have brought the original FIR. 
Copy of the same is marked as Ex. P-18. 
(Original seen and returned). 

On 27.1.1996» at about 5.30 a.m. a combined 
security force of Lamlai cordoned off one 
village namely Wanghon near Yaingangpokpi side 
and conducted and searched the house. During 
the course of search being conducted an 
encounter took place between the security 
forces and the underground personnel suspected 
to be KYKL activists. The encounter resulted 
in bullet injury suffered by an unknown youth. 
The other underground person managed to 
escape. During search one Hopeson Tangkhul 
aged 30 years son of Naming T. Wanghon 
village was arrested along with some important 
documents relating to KYKL which were 
recovered from his house. The aforesaid 
Hopeson had given shelter to the underground 
activists of KYKL and their sympathiser. 
After arrest a police remand was granted and 
subsequently judicial custody was granted. 
The said Hopeson was thoroughly and minutely 
interrogated and ho revealed that on 24.1.1996 
the said unknown,youth had requested him to 
give him Job of fire wood cutter from Jungle 
near Yaingangpoki and this youth after 
24.1.1996 continued to stay with him in his 
house. The aforesaid deceased youth 
introduced himself to be Khaidem Gopal Singh 
aged 23 years son of late Babu Singh of Manil 
Lake. 18 documents were recovered from the 
aforesaid sympathiser. These aforesaid 18 
documents are printed cash receipt books 
(Blank) on the letter head of KYKL. 

I have brought the original receipt books and 
letter head and one of the photocopy is placed 
on record and marked as Ex. P-19 (original 
seen and returned). The recovered and seized 
documents established the nexus of the 
apprehended accused and proved his connection 
with extremists organisation KYKL. 
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The objects of the KYKL extremists 
organisation is to wage war against the 
Government of India and to secede the present 
State of Manipur from the Union of India and 
to liberate the present State of Manipur and 
the geographically contiguous areas of South 
East Middle Asia into a nation. In order to 
achieve the aforesaid objectives they are 
attacking the security personnel for the 
purpose of taking arms and ammunition in order 
to wage war against the lawfully established 
Government of Manipur as well as Govt. of 
India. A community originally living in 
present valley areas of Manipur are called 
Meitei. Their object is to secede Manipur and 
form a sovereign State of Manipur." 

22. A reading of the evidence of these witnesses 
also would bring out in boldly the situation prevailing in 
that part of the country. 

23. P.W.IO Shri S. Dinskumar Singh, Additional 
Secretary (Home), Govt, of Manipur, Imphal and P.W. 11 
Shri Ram Phal, Desk Officer, Ministry of Homo Affairs (NE 
Oiv.), Govt, of India, Now Delhi were examined to speak 
about the averments in the affidavits filed in support of 
the Notification. 

24. The material part of the affidavit of Shri Ram 
Phal reads as under 


“That the Union of India has to deal with the 
problem of insurgency in the State of Manipur 
created by certain Meitei Extremist 
Organisations, viz., the People's Liberation 
Army (PLA) generally known as the PLA which is 
the armed wing of the organisation known as 
the Revolutionary People's Front (RPF), the 
People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
generally known as PREPAK, and its front 
organisation called Rod Army, as also the 
Party (KCP) and its armed wing, also called 
the Red Army, the United National Liberation 
Front (UNLF ), both factions, and the Kanglei 
Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL), hereinafter referred to 
collectively as the Meitei Extremist 
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Organisation. All these five extremist 
organisations have openly declared as their 
objective the formation of an independent 
sovereign Manipur comprising the present State 
of Manipur, by bringing about secession of the 
territory presently comprising the State of 
Manipur out of the territory presently 
comprising the State of Manipur from the 
territory of the Union of India. With this 
end in view, these organisations and the 
individuals connected with them have been 
targeting and terrorising the citizens of 
these areas. Government employees, the Police 
and the Security Forces personnel. They have 
also been indulging in acts of intimidation 
and extortion of huge funds illegally from the 
civilian population of these areas with the 
nefarious objective of achieving secession of 
the Manipur State from the Union of India. 
They have also established contacts wi^h 
certain foreign countries inimical to India's 
security Interests, for securing assistance by 
way of safe passage, sanctuary, training and 
for the illegal procurement of arms and 
ammunitions. 

All the 5 Meitei Extremist Organisations have 
also issued Leaflets and Hand-outs. The 
Revolutionary People’s Front (RPF), which is 
the political wring of the PLA in their 
Constitution adopted at the First Party 
Congress in 1990 clearly spalled out that it 
shall have its army to bo known as People’s 
Liberation Army (PLA) and that any person who 
wishes to Join "the struggle for freedom" can 
be a member of the Party. Further, in a 
leaflet titled "A Brief Account for Demanding 
Sovereignty of Manipur’ issued by the RPF on 
25 February, 1995, a call was given to the 
people of Manipur to "fight for sovereignty 
and self determination for Manipur and its 
people*. It also denounced the so called 
illegal and unconstitutional occupation of 
Manipur by the so called imperialist minded 
India. 

Similarly, the UNLF has consistently opposed 
the merger of Manipur with the Union of India 
and has been carrying out a compaign against 
the so called annexation of Manipur by India. 
In support of its demand, the UNLF has been 
issuing messages to the public of Manipur and 
appealing to them for observing "Oppose India 
Annexation Month" from September 21 to October 
25 for the past few years. 
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The f’REPAK, KCP and the KYKL have also adopted 
armed struggle as the means for achieving the 
objective of secession of Manipur from the 
Union of India. All the 5 Extremist 
Organisations have been continuously resorting 
to intimidation and extortion of funds 
forcibly from the civilian population, 
particularly the businessmen and traders, for 
mobilising resources for carrying on their 
secessionist, terrorist and violent 

activities. A number of documents including 
Pamphlets. Hand-Outs and Demand-Notices issued 
by the 5 Meltel Extremist Organisations during 
the period between 01.09,1995 to 31,10.1997 
which highlight their secessionist objectives, 
terrorist and violent means as also the 
intimidatory and extortionist activities are 
enclosed. Another statement indicating 
details of terrorist and violent activities 
indulged in by the 5 Meitel Extremist 
Organisations during the period 01.09.1995 and 
31.10,1997 is enclosed. 

In the past, the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations had been declared as "Unlawful 
associations’ under the provisions of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 
The PLA and the PREPAK and its offshoot known 
as the Red Army were first declared as 
"Unlawful associations" for a period of two 
years with effect from 26.10.1979. The KCP 
was also declared as an unlawful association, 
in addition to the PLA AND PREPAK with effect 
from 26.10.1983. Similarly, the UNLF was also 
notified as an unlawful association with 
effect from 26.10.1987. The KYKL was notified 
as an unlawful association for the first time 
with effect from 26.10.1995. A statement 
Indicating the notifications declaring the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations as unlawful 
associations as also the confirmations by the 
Tribunals constituted for the purpose is 
enclosed. Such declaration of the 

secessionist and extremist groups as "unlawful 
associations" are helpful to the law 
enforcement authorities for checking their 
activities. It also prevents the 

organisations so declared to openly propagate 
and promote their alms and objectives and 
discourages non-members from assisting such 
organisations, A statement indicating details 
of cases registered/charge-sheets filed and 
prosecution of activists belonging to these 
organisations done by the State government of 
Manipur during the period between 01.09.1995 
to 31.10.1997 is enclosed, it is learnt from 
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the report received from the State Government 
of Manipur and from other sources from time to 
time that there has boon no chanoe in the aims 
and objectives of the Meitei Extremist 
Oroanlsations, namely, PLA, PREPAK, KCP and 
UNLF as also their front organisations and 
armed wings. As a matter of fact, the new 
Meitei extremist group, namely, the Kanglel 
Yaol kanba Lup (KYKL) had been formed by some 
members of the UNLF (Oken faction), PREPAK 
(Khumba faction) and KCP (Ibopishak faction). 

As per a Presss Hand-Out, the aforesaid 
factions had met on 23.5.1994 and decided to 
form the KYKL with the avowed aim to unite all 
Meitei secessionist groups, euphemistically 
referred to as Revolutionary Groups, operating 
in the State of manipur for achieving the 
common objective of secession from the Union 
of India. All these 5 Meitei Extremist 
Organisations continue to espouse secession of 
Manipur as their objective and have adopted 
terrorist and violent means for achieving this 
objective. “ 

25, In the affidavit the general approach of the 
Government has also been recounted. 


"On the other hand, the policy of the 
Government has been to deal firmly with those 
indulging in secessionist and terrorist 
activities while simultaneously continuing 
efforts to encourage them to Join the 
mainstream of national life provided they 
abjure violence and agree to work within the 
Constitution of India. Under this broad 
policy framework, the Central Government have 
taken a series of measures which include the 
declaration of the most seriously affected 
areas as "disturbed areas", notification of 
the most vi rule nt insurgent groups as 
"unlawful associations*, deployment of 
additional unite of the Central Para-Military 
Forces and the Army, extension of financial 
assistance to the North-Eastern States for 
modernisation and upgradation of State Police 
Forces and Prison Administration." 

26. About the development measures,the Government 
of India had stated 


"In addition, for the overall development of 
the North-Eastern States, the Central 
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Government had declared all of them as 
Special-Category States which entitles them to 
receive Central development assistance on the 
basis of 90\ grant and 10% loans as compared 
to 30% grant and 70% loans in respect of the 
other states. Most of the non-plan 
expenditure of the North-Eastern states is 
also met by the Central Government. The 
North-Eastern Council (NEC) was set-up in 1971 
with the objective of supplementing the 
development efforts of the North- Eastern 
States, particularly in respect of major 
infrastructure projects of inter-state 
relevance like power projects, irrigation 
projects, interstate roads, flood control 
schemes etc. With a view to monitor the 
development activities and expedite 
implementation of Central sector projects, a 
committee of— Ministers for the Economic 
Development of North-Eastern Region has also 
been set-up under the Chairmanship of the 
Union Homo Minister. It meets periodically to 
review the progress of major development 
projects/schomes and takes vital decisions for 
expediting their implementation. As part of 
these measures, the Railways have taken-up 
conversion of the Metregauge railway-line into 
Broad-gauge for integrating the North-East 
railway network with the rest of the country. 
Similarly, the Ministry of Civil Aviation, 
besides upgrading and improving facilities at 
the airports in the North-East, has allowed 
the private, airlines to connect destinations 
in the North-East. Such projects, besides 
providing vital developmental infrastructure, 
also provide and open avenues for employment 
opportunities to the local people." 


27. The Government in its affidavit has stated 
that this Meitel Organisation continue to indulge in such 

unlawful activities inspite of having been declared as 
unlawful Associations w.e.f. 26.10.1995. 


28. What is stated by the Government in its, 
clearly come out in the oral evidence" 
adduced by the Government and the Government had stated:- 


"The Central Government after examining all 
the Information available with it came to the 
conclusion^ that the People’s Liberation Army 
generally known as the PLA and its poiTtical 
wing the Revolutionary People's Front (RPF), 
the People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
(PREPAK) and its armed wing known as the "Rod 
Army" as also the offshoots of PREPAK like the 
Kangleipak Communist Party(KCP) and its armed 
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wlno also called the 'Red Army" and the United 
National Liberation Front (UNLF) and Kanolei 
Yaol Kanba Lup CKYKL) (hereinafter 
collectively referred to as the Meitei 
Extremist Organisatipne) - 

(i) have openly declared as their objective 
the formation of an Independent Sovereign 
Manipur comprising the present state of 
Manipur and have resorted to violent 
activities in pursuance of their objective to 
bring about secession of the said state from 
the ’Union of India*. 

(11) have been employing armed men/ultras, 
namely•the so-called People’s Liberation Army, 
the Red Army, their members and the other 
bodies set up by thorn, to achieve their 
aforesaid objective. 

(ill) have in furtherance of their aforesaid 
objective been employing the armed militants 
and/or members in attacking the Indian 
Security Fores and the lawful Civil Government 
and the citizens in the State of Manipur, and 
indulging in acts of arson, looting and 
intimidation against the civilian population 
for collections of funds for their 
organisations. 

(iv) havs- been making efforts to resume their 
contacts with foreign countries for securing 
assistance by way of arms, ammunition and 
training for purpose of achieving^ their 
aforesaid objective.' 

29. It is only after satisfying itself about the 
unlawful activities of the Organisation the Government had 
formed the opinion and had issued the Notification. The 

decision arrived at by the Government ia given as under •- 

"The Central Government further came to the 
conclusion that because 


(a) there have been repeated, continuing and 
on going acts of violence and attacks hy armed 

groups and members of the five Meitei 
Extremist Organisations on the civilian 
population and also on the Pollce/Socurity 
Forces Personnel. ^ 


(il) there has been increase in the 
of Meitei Extremist Organisations.

if**), there has been a opurt in the extortion 
weepins * atluisition of sophlstloeted 
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(Iv) there are increasing reports of setting 
up of training camps in soma neighbouring 
countries." 

30. Having regard to the evidence adduced and the 
materials placed before me. I am satisfied that the 
Notification issued by the Government of India is quite 
Justified and there is sufficient cause for declaring the 
Associations to be unlawful under Section 3C1) of [The] 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 

31. Before parting with this case, taking this 
opportunity I would request all concerned to have in mind 
the advice given by Sri Sathya Sai Baba that righteous 

action alone will leave no bad effects. Baba declared :-, 

"If there is righteousness in the heart 
There will be beauty in character; 

If there is beauty in character 
There will be harmony in the home. 

When there is harmony in the homo 
There will be order in the nation. 

When there is order in the nation. 

There will be peace in the world. 

32. In fine, I am very hopeful that wisdom will 
down on the persons who are indulging in unlawful 
activities and would follow golden words of Baba, SATHAM 
WADHA, DHARMAM CHARA (speak the truth, act according 
to the principles of Dharma). 

33. The Notification S.O. 780 (E) dated 13th 
November , ■ 1997 stands confirmed under Section 4 of [The] 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967.
